Lebanon seeks 
PoW exchange 


BEIRUT (AP!. — An exchange of 
“prisoners of war’ should be carried 
out between Lebanon and Israel 
following yesterday's PoW exchange 
between Syria and israel, Lebanon’ 
Defence Minister Nasri Maalouf said 
yesterday. 

‘The minister said that under inter- 
national law, Lebanese captives in 
Israel “have the same rights as 
prisoners of war." 

Israel hold 13 Lebanese citizens 
captured during retaliatory raids on 
Lebanese villages, following the ter- 
rorist attack on Kiryat Shmona in 
March. 

Maalouf was epparently offering 
to exchange them for four Israeli 
fighter pilots held by Lebanon. Two 
of the pilot were captured when 
they bailed out on Lebanese ter- 
ritory during the October War, and 
two during the 81-day war of attri- 
tion between Syrian and _ Israeli 
forces on the Golan Heights. 


GOLAN FALLS SILENT 


The Golan Heights were quiet 
yesterday for the first full day in 
80 days. Guns in the area were 
silenced at 1.18 p.m. Friday, follow-

Israeli forces replied in kind, and 
the Israeli alr force wag sent in 
against terrorist concentrations in 
southern Lebanon for haldf-an-hour, 
hitting terrorist bases north and 
south Hatzbiya. 

At 1.18 the last sheils fell in the 
region of Mazrat Beit Jann and 
Harfa in the northern sector of the 
Bulge, and fighting in the area — 
fighting which claimed the Lives of 
35 soldiers and wounded 178 more

‘Can’t say 
cease-fire

No one can say how long the 
cease-fire with the Syrians will last, 
outgoing Prime Minister Golda Meir 
said over the weekend. But, she 
continued, no Israel Government 
could have refrained from signing 
the separation-of-forces agreement 
that produced it, even if it only 
holds for a few months. 

Mrs. Meir, who was giving a fare- 
well interview as Prime Minister to 
Israel TV, added that Israel had 
not given up any vital positions on 
the Golan. 

Mrs. Meir had been asked what 
her answer was to those who doubt- 
‘ed the effectiveness of the ‘agree- 
ment. She pointed to the six- 
months-old disengagement agree- 
ment with Egypt. No one could be 
sure how long that one would last 
either, but it had so far. 

“None of us promised — and it’s 
impossible to know — how long the 
‘cease-fire will last. But everyine 
knows what it means when there 
is quiet along the borders," Mrs. 
Meir said, adding: “I'm sure there 
isn't an hour when the army won't 
find itself ready to respond im- 
mediately if, perish the thought, 
something should happen.” 

She said she was aware of the 
many differences, _ territorial and 
otherwise, between the situation on 
the Egyptian front and that on the 
Golan, :

AMMAN. — Jordan's 80,000-man 
army will be completely mechanized 
by the end of 1975, Chief of Staff 
Maj-Gen. Zeid Ben Shaker said in 
an interview published yesterday.

WASHINGTON. In a historic 
test of presidential power, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has dismissed White 
House objections and agreed to rule 
on President Nixon's claimed right to 
withhold evidence in the Watergate 
cover-up trial. 

Its decision to consider special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jawor- 
ski's demand for 64 White House 
tapes has thrust the country’s high- 
est legal tribune] into the centre of 
the Watergate stage. 

The court’S ruling — and Presi- 
dent Nixon's response to it — could 
have a crucial effect on the im- 
peachment process now under way 
in the House of Representatives. 

If the court supports the demand 
of Jaworski and Watergate Judge 
John Sirica that the tapes be hand- 
ed over for the trial of seven former 
Nixon aides next September, the 
President's oft-cited claim of execu- 
tive privilege will be severely da- 
maged. This doctrine has been used 
to buttress his adamant refusal to 
supply any more material for the 
House Judiciary Committee's im- 
peachment inquiry.

WASHINGTON INSIGHT: ON THE MERITS 
Foreign policy’s small role in impeachment 


By JOSEPH KRAFT 
WASHINGTON. — A current White 
House conceit is that if Mr. Nixon 
walked across the Red Sea on his 
conming visit to the Middle East, 
the press would cite the miracle 
as proof he could not swim. Dis- 
‘count the paranoia about the press 
and that story asserts 2 measure 
of truth. 

The truth is that foreign policy 
is not playing a big Tole in the 
impeachment proceedings. Despite 


‘the diversionary tactics of the 


President and his tawyers, the 
‘House Judiciary Committee is final- 
jy beginning to show determination 
to Make a judgment on the merits. 

Abundant evidence shows how 
little foreign policy now weighs in 
the impeachment process. The .dis- 
engagement arranged between 19- 
rael and Syria last week, for ex- 
ample, was a tremendous achieve- 
ment. Everybody acknowledged it 
— and gave all the credit to Henry 


Kissinger. 

. Even the coming visit to the So- 
viet Union is being discounted with- 
in the Administration as a “no-win 
summit.” The reasoning is that the 
best Mr. Nixon can get is an agree- 
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ment advancing arms control. 

Such an accord would, of course, 
evoke widespread praise. But Mr. 
Nixon's chief hope in beating the 
impeachment rap lies with the con- 
servative southern Democrats and 
western Republicans in the Senate. 
That is the group in the Congress 
most apt to be turned off by an 
arms control agreement with Rus- 
518. 

Foreign policy, to be sure, is not 
the only card the President has to 
play against impeachment. There 
is also the fight being waged by 
his special Watergate counsel, 
James St. Clair, in the courts and 
the Congress. Like any good de- 
fence lawyer, St. Clair is trying to 
tie up the case against his client 
in procedural conflicts. Last week 
it became apparent that abundant 
difficulties hedged the matter of the 
Watergate tapes, which are now be- 
ing sought by both the Watergate 
special prosecutor and the House 
Judiciary Committee. 

Without exactly saying 80, St. 
Clair has linked the two requests. 
Subpoenas for the tapes by the 
Watergate special prosecutor are 
now before the courts. St. Clair is 
well placed to make the argument 
that, as an employee of the execu- 
tive branch, the special prosecu- 
ter cannot go against the orders 
of the President. 

τ -If- he wins’ ‘that case in the 
‘courts, St. Clair will be in a good 
position to say that the ruling ap- 
plies to the subpoenas issued by 
the Judiciary Committee. Thus he 
may cast a shadow over the Judi- 
ciary Committee with an

The Committee has been extreme- 
ly slow to take the offensive 
against St. Clair. Chairman Peter 
Rodino and chief counsel John Doar 
have tended to give the President 
the benefit of all procedural doubts.

The letter to the 
President expressing that view was 
a tough, no-nonsense note written 
by the Committee in open session 
after a more obsequious staff ver- 
sion had been rejected. 

-Finally, various members are .be- 
ginning to assert themselves. For 
exampie, Ray Thornton, ἃ Demo- 
erat from Pine Bluff, Ark, de- 
livered a truly eloquent statement 
on the supremacy of the House in 
impeachment matters, which helped 
beat back an effort to refer the 
demand for the tapes to the courts. 

To be sure, the Committee seems 
to have reacted with excessive 
caution to the evidence of the 
Watergate cover-up. But the puncti- 
lious forbearance fostered by Mr. 
Rodino and Mr. Doar is being 
worn down by Mr. Nixon’s con- 
tinued defiance. More and more 
there is emerging the. question 
how many times does the President 
have to streak before the Congress 
says he has no clothes?

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — India's 
nae nuclear in the deserts 
of Rajasthan earlier this month cost 
about $400,000, Dr. Homi Sethna, 
chairman of the Indian Atcmic 
Energy Commission, said Friday.

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
U.S. on Friday accused the Soviet 
Union of making “untrue and un- 
acceptable” charges that the Mayor 
of New York City and the Gover- 
nor of New York State had en- 
couraged violent demonstrations 
against Russian diplomats. 


The Soviet accusations against 
Mayor Abraham Beame and Gov. 
Maleolm Wilson were made in 2 
letter to the General Assembly's 
Committee on Host Country Rela- 
tions. They were repeated on Fri- 
day at a meeting of the committee 
that aired charges by several coun- 
tries that Jocal authorities are mis- 
treating U.N, diplomats. 

Soviet delegate Vladimir Federov 
complained about ἃ May 18 Zionist 
demonstration outside Soviet Am- 
bassador Jacob Malik’s weekend 
retreat at Glen Cove, Long Island, 
and the fire-bombing of a Soviet 
diplomat’s car the following day in 
the Far Rockaway district of New 
York City. 

He charged that the U.S. is “let- 
ting the criminals go unpunished.” 
Acknowledging that Beame had 
apologized for the fire-bombing, 
Federov said that a week earlier, 
however, the mayor had engaged 


in “behaviour that encouraged the 
actions of the Zionist organization.” 

This behaviour, Fedorov sald, 
consisted of making a speech “un- 
favourable to the Soviet Union with 
regard to Soviet internal affairs” — 
the emigration issue. 

U.S. Ambassador Barbara White 
declared that the U.S. “categoric- 
ally denies that the Mayor or the 
Governor encouraged or eondoned 
violence.” 

On another issue, Morocco, Bul- 
garia and the Soviet Union re- 
newed protests against the New 
York police practice of ticketing 
diplomatic cars parked in violation 
of regulations.

Small hospitals of the kind found 
in Judea and Samaria obviously 
have their limitations, and the lack 
of a sophisticated medical super- 
structure is made up for by hospi- 
tals in Israel, The number of refer- 
als to Israeli institutions has risen 
to about 2,000 a year, of which 
some 1,100 are hospitalized, mostly 
at Government expense. 

Between 80-100 patients from 
Arab countries are hospitalized in 
Israeli centres each year through 
the Government Services. This fl- 
gure shows the growing trust and 
tes developed during the last five 
years through the “open bridges” 
policy. 

In April 1971 six doctors and 12 
murses were detailed to lay the 
groundwork for a school health ser- 
vice, and in the Ramallah area a 
preventive dental service has been 
started. 

Last year 41 sanitariahs employed 
by the public health division made 
over 51,000 inspections of public

Under Jordanian law health ser- 
vices had’ to be paid for ‘under a 
tariff system. Until 1973 confusion 
existed and the collection of fees 
was not really implemented, but in 
‘March 1973 a streamlined tariff sys- 
tem together with an insurance 
scheme was introduced. Tariffs 
were set low, as the intention was 
not mainly to obtain an income 
for the services, but to re-educate 
the public to the fact that medical 
services are not free and that an 
alternative, namely insurance, exists. 

By now about 150,000 persons are 
covered ‘by the imsurance scheme, 
under which heads of families pay 
IL6 a month, and members of their 
family pay 50 per cent of the tariff 
fees. 

.The report closes with a para- 
graph on per capita expenditures 
by the Government Health Services. 
In 1968 this was IL17, but ‘thas risen 
to about IL50 by the beginning of 
1974. Even counting an approximate 
50 per cent rise in the cost-of- 
living index during the last six 
years, this still represents an in- 
crease of over 200 per cent. This

Foods could compete ‘as everyday items.’

Exports to the U.S. must 
be promoted on the products’ 
own merits and not on pro- 
Israel sentiment, 

Israeli merchandise is suit- 
able for the attractive Ameri- 
can marketplace. What is 


needed is to develop “ex- 
posure and awareness” of 
Israeli goods, and support this 


exposure with better distribu-

ets, the “Made in Israel” 
concept should be pushed even 
more than specific brand 
names. 


[RBs are some of the findings 

and recommendations in a spe- 
cial market research report pre- 
pared for the Israel Trade Com- 
mission in the U.S. The study was 
made by Goldfarb Consultants Ltd, 
of Toronto, and will be presented 
and Tuesday, at the Israel Export 
at a two-day seminar tomorrow 
Institute in Tel Aviv. 

Martin Goldfarb, the report's co- 
ordinator, told The Post last week: 
“We used 50 interviewers to get 
American consumers’ views on five 
subjects — a) their awareness of 
Israeli products, b) their attitude 
towards Israel, 6) their experience 
with Israeli merchandise, d) their 
demographic background, and e) 
the frequency of their purchases of 
I sraeli-manufactured arts and 
crafts, clothing and fashions, wine 
and food products.” 

The interviews, made right after 
the Yom Kippur War, were held in 
New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Dallas and Cleveland. A total of 
1,016 persons --- 418 Jews and 598 
non-Jews were chosen as a 
sample composition, ‘based on ac- 
cepted statistical procedure. Sixty 
per cent of the respondents were 
women and 40 per cent, men, 

“One of our first findings,” Mr. 
Goidfarb said, “was that only 576 
out of the persons contacted had 
ever bought or used Israeli 
products.” 

After cross-tabulating afl the 
responses on an ISM System-3 com- 
puter, the Goldfarb firm came up 
with the following analysis: 

e The American people cousider 
Israel an important ally, 8. 
peace-seeker rather than an an- 
tagonizer. 
@ Americans by and large believe 
Israel has a substantial tech- 
nological capacity but is deficient 
in industrial capacity. They believe 
Israel firms cannot handie large 
seale orders. 
@ ‘They see in Israeli products 
something of the French image 
of high quality, impressive crafts- 
manship and appealing style. 
e The American consumer 15 will- 
ing to pay for these “extras,” 
and Israel-made religious articles, 
jewellery, leathergoods and knitwear 
can find a fertile market in the 
US, 
. 


Israeli foods can compete in 
the American market, but only 
by establishing themselves as every- 
day items, not as products, reserved 
for special occasions. 

According to Mr. Goldfarb, the 
Israeli diamond industry could use 
a better image. He bases this on 
his finding that while only one In 
eight persons believe gems from 
Jsrael are superior, one in five rank 
Israeli stones seventh with respect 
to quality. The only three product 
eategories in which American con- 
sumers find Israeli-made items 
Jower in value and quality are alr- 
craft, aircraft parts and computers, 

Israeli foods enjoy a comparative- 
ly good sales rate in the U.S., 
though the advantage is noted 
‘mainly in the Jewish sector. Hence, 
the report found that 72 per cent 
of the Jewish respondents have used 
Israeli food products, while only 17 
per cent of the non-Jewish persons 
have ever done sa. In Israeli wines, 
the, respective percentages are 75 
and 13. 

It is the same story with regards 


to clothing and fashions, though the 
differences here are smalter: 
48 per cent versus 19 per cent. 
Israeli swimwear could definitely 
sell much better in the U.S. if it 
were advertised more, Mr. Goldfarb 
believes. 

The importance of advertising is 
borne out by what the interviewers 
discovered about “product recall.” 
This ts a term used to describe a 
person's first thoughts when asked 
about 8 specific object or country. 
The Goldfarb computer analysis 
showed some interesting differences 
between respondents. pee 
. For. example, only five percent 
of the Dallas consumers were eware 
that Israel makes wines, while in 
New York, one in four persons was 
aware of this, And men (41 per 
cent) have a greater tendency than 
women {32 per cent) to suggest 
that Israel is a producer of food 
products. Consumers over 35 are 
more likely to mention food when 
they think about commodities from 
Israel, and most of them mention 
oranges. 

The highest recall level of Israeli 
clothing occurs among upper in- 
come consumers, with knitwear 
being best-known. New York and 
Chicago residents show the high- 
est levels of awareness of Israeli 
clothing, 

Regardless of how often they 
have bought Israel merchandise, the 
overwhelming majority agreed, “You 
can trust the reliability and quality 
of Israeli ." Only an infini- 
tesimal number replied yes to the 
statement, “I would never buy 
Israeli merchandise.” 

Of the respondents who had 
bought or used Israel goods, 92 
per cent said they have never visit- 
ed Israel. As for their demographic 
profile, Mr. Goldfarb put it this 
way: “The typical one 15 between 
35 and 55, married and is a white 
collar worker. He is also affluent 
and well educated.” 

To educate Israeli exporters on the 
ways of better penetrating the 
vast American market, Mr. Goldfarb 
will hold special meetings with 
them while he is in the country. 

Although he will have specific re- 
commendations for each industry 
group, he will make a common re- 
commendation to all of them: 
“What Israel needs is a Clear, de- 
finable and recognizable ‘Made in 
Ysrael' symbol on all its products. 
The symbol — in the form of a stan- 
dard lo; should suggest 
quality and traditional history.” 


Bus co-op fined for 


violating its licence 

TEL AVIV, — An unusually heavy 
fine of TL1500 was imposed on the 
Dan ‘bus cooperative in Tel Aviv 
Magistrate's Court last week after 
one of its drivers refused to sell 
a passenger a combination ticket 
allowing him to transfer from one 
line to another. Judge Yosef Me- 
gory-Cohen said the heavy fine was 
meant as a deterrent and that he 
would not hesitate to impose even 
heavier fines in future such cases.

EROS OFFICE ENTITLED TO LICENCE 


The High Court of Justice made 
absolute an order nisi calling upon 
the Mayor of Jerussiem to show 
cause why the petitioners should 
not be granted a licence to operate 
an office in which contraceptives 
and other items are displayed for 
sales purposes. 

The petitioners had operated an 
“Eros” office on the second floor 
of a building in a side-street in 2 
commercial area of Jerusalem with- 
out a business licence, under the 
impression that a licence was not 
required for an office in whlch 
articles are displayed but sales are 
effected through the mail, When 
thelr office was closed on the 
grounds that it was being operated 
without a licence they applied to 
the municipal council for ἃ busi- 
ness licence. Their application was 
rejected, and when they petitioned 
the High Court of Justice the mu- 
nicipal council claimed that they 
had refused to grant the petitioners 
a licence under the Licensing of 
Businesses Law in order to protect 
the nature of the area and prevent 
any danger to public peace and 
safety. 

The petitioners were granted an 
order nisi and on the return day 
Mr. Y. Arye appeared for the pet- 
itioners and Mr. Ὑ. Bar-Sela, Se- 
nior Assistant State Attorney, for 
the respondent 


Judgment 

Justice Etzioni, who delivered the 
main opinion of the High Court of 
Justice, Justice Sussman concur- 
ring, first dismissed the respondent's 
argument that the petitioner’s office 
eould spoil the quality of the 
neighbourhood. He found it difficult 
to comprehend, he said, how this 
was possible. And if the respondent 
were referring to the quality of the 
area from a moral or educational 
viewpoint, then all he could do was 
to reiterate what the High Court 
had said on a previous occasion: 
that it is not the natural right and 
duty of a municipal council to 
make itself the arbiter of the morals 
of its inhabitants (see ELC. 287/71, 
2 P.D. 26/821). In the case under 
consideration, he continued, in con- 
tradistinction to H.C. 166/71 (a P.D. 
25/591) (in which the High Court 
had justified the refusal to allow 
a cafe in Ussefia to play jazz music) 
the office in question was situated 
on the second floor of a duilding, 
had no display window, and was 
in a commercial area, of a city with 
a mixed and variegated population 
without one unified pattern of life. 
There was, therefore, no foundation 
whatever to the respondent's argu- 
ment that the petitioners’ office was 
likely to spoil the quality of the 
neighbourhood to the same extent as 
the above cafe in Ussefia. 

Justice Etzioni then went on to 
consider the question of danger to 
public peace and security. There 
is no doubt, he held, that this con- 
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sideration is a perfectly legitimate 
one. However, as against this it 
must be remembered that one of 
the deeply-entrenched rules of Israel 
jurisprudence is that the courts will 
react very stringently against any 
attempt on the part of the author- 
ities to restrict freedom of trade 
without any express statutory 
powers, and will demand that any 
such powers be exercised only when 
the circumstances and facts indis- 
putably warrant it. 

The question to be considered in 
the present case is, therefore, con- 
tinued Justice Etzioni, whether the 
respondent had sufficient justifica- 
tion for refusing to grant the pet- 
itioners a licence on the grounds 
that their business could endanger 
public peace and safety. The re- 
spondent had based his attitude. he 
noted, on the fact that the Jerusa- 
lem population consists of al! shades 
of opinions and faiths, from the 
ultra-orthodox to the demonstrative- 
ly frée-thinking, and is a centre of 
attraction for all three religious 
faiths all of which creates a 
delicate and problematic situation 
demanding the exercise of a 
special, well-balanced policy. How- 
ever, held Justice Etzioni, despite 
the high motives and good inten- 
tions of the municipal counci! he 
failed to grasp why the petitioners’ 
office should constitute a potential 
danger to the public peace and 
security. For all that could be ga- 
thered from the respondent's plead- 
ing was that the ultra-religious ele- 
ments in the city might regard the 
existence of this office as an of- 
fence to their feelings and suscep- 
tibilities and might consequently be 
tempted to resort to violence in 
order to get it to close down. 

He could not accept this reason- 
ing, held Justice Etzioni, since, as 
he had already stated in the past, 
the question of public feelings and 
susceptibilities is a very sensitive 
one, it being very difficult indeed 
to establish what is likely to offend 
the feelings of any section of the 
public at any particular time. 

For this reason the Supreme Court 
has already established the rule that 
the yardstick should be the opinions 
and feelings of the majority of the 
public and not those of a small 
extreme minority. In any event, he 
added, it is not within the province 
of the municipal council to protect 
the susceptibilities of the public 
when deciding whether to grant a 
business licence or not (see also 
ΗΟ. 357/61, 2 P:D. 16/902).

As to the possible danger of viol- 
ence on the part of the extreme 
elements, the answer to this, held 
Justice Etzioni, was already given 
in the past by Justice Silberg (in 
ELC, 155,60, P.D. 14/1531), when he 
stated that if a municipal council 
succumbs to pressure from one or 
other extreme section of the popu- 
lation this would be the thin end of 
the wedge and could eventually re- 
sult in its functions being ham- 
strung by the terror of the sircets. 

In short, concluded Justice 
Etzioni, despite the municipal coun- 
cil's strong desire to maintain a 
mice balance in a city which is 
unique for the variety of its popu- 
lation and for its religious aura, it 
had overstepped its powers when, 
in fear of violence from non-law- 
abiding cititens it had refused to 
grant a licence for the cperation of 
a legal business whose oumers re- 
spect the law. The order nisi should, 
therefore, be made absolute. 

Justice Kahn 

In concurring that the order nisi 
should be made absolute, Justice 
Kahn held that the legislature had 
not intended “prevention of danger 
to public peace” to he used as a 
weapon for protecting the moral 
standards of the public, even though 
it might be argued that the «rosion 
of moral standards could eventual- 
ly undermine the public peace. AJL 
that the legislature aimed to do, 
he stressed, was to ensure the safe- 
ty and security of the public and 
nothing more, as may be gleaned 
from the introductory words oF the 
Minister of the Interior when pre- 
senting the Licensing of Businesses 
Bill to the Knesset. It is true that 
for this purpose, he went on τὸ ax- 
plain, there may be accasions when 
the municipality would be justified 
in refusing to grant a licence if 
they could show that the proposed 
‘business would seriously offend lhe 
feelings of the majority of the 
population living in the area where 
it was to be opened. This, however, 
was not the case with the pet- 
itioners' business. For although it 
is quite possible that a business of 
the nature of the petitioners’ might 
be distasteful to wide circles of 
the Jerusalem population, both Ortho- 
dox and not, the fact that it is con- 
ducted within the confines of a 
second-floor office in a commercial 
area, without any public displays. 
discounts any likelihood of its can- 
stituting a danger to public peace.
